domes. And becauſe of the great importance of his MajzStr1zs 
diſpoſition and of theſe Aﬀaires , we hope that you will be carefullto 
deale earneſtly with God both in private and publick, in behalfe of His 
Majzsr y whonowis; And we have thought fit that a ſolemn pub- 
lick Humiliation be kept on Thurſday the 22. of this inſtant, as for all che 
fins and provocations of the land, ſo to pray the Lord in a ſpeciall man- 
ner tor thele things following. 1. That he would deliver the King from 
the ſnare of evill Counſell in which he is now involed, and teach him in 
his youth in the knwledge of his way , that he may fear his name: and 
imploy his power for eſtabliſhing and advancing the Kingdom of Jeſus 
Chriſt, and the work of Reformation. 2. That the Lord would be plea- 
ſed to bleſle thoſe addrefles that are now ro be maderohisMajzsr1n 
for the ſecurity of Religion, the union betwixt the Kingdomes, and the 
peace and ſafety of this Kingdome. 3. Thar he would ſtrenthen and deli- 
ver our afflicted Brechren in England, who ſuffer by the violence and 
ſtrange praiſes of the SeCtaries. 4. That he would in his mercy prevent 
all choſe calamiries and confuſtons that the preſent great revolution of Af- 
faires doth threaten theſe Kingdomes with. So hoping that you will be 
carefull ro ſtirre up your ſelves and others to wraſtle with God inſuch an 
exigent,and tointimate the Faſt rimouſly , and to keep the ſame in your 

ſeverall congregations the foreſaid day. 

We ſhall only adde that if there be any in your congregations who re- 
fuſe ro renew the Covenant, and are not excluded by the Ac; Our judge- 
ment is, that after you have conveened them before you, and found them 
obſtinare, that you make publick intimation of their names from your 
Pulpits,as of perſons that are diſſaffetted,and enemies to the cauſe ofGod,; 
and chat you referre them to the next Generall Aſſembly, till which time 
you are to ſuſpend chem from the Sacrament of the Lords Supper , and 
from all Eccleftaſtick charge , that ſo they may be inthe ſame caſe with 
thoſe who are excluded becauſe of their malignancy and accefſion to the 
engagement. We commend you to his Grace and reſts, 
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Edinburgh , Febr. 6. Your affectionate Brethren,
